of partial funding is still used today. Needing more room, 
a second move had to be made in 1892 to a building on 
the corner of Water and Cannon Streets. 

Many substantial gifts have been made over the 
years by local residents and summer residents; including 
a grandfather clock and a bust of Beethoven, both of 
which are still in the library, and many large oil paintings 
of noted people, including one of George Purrington Jr., 
who donated $10,000 for the present library. In 1896 a 
model of a bark, made at sea by Jr. Joseph Woodville 
Bolles and donated by his relatives, was restored by Mr. 
Albert Rowland. Some items too costly to restore were 
either auctioned at the Friends Meeting House paper sale 
or donated to the Mattapoisett Historical Museum for 
more appropriate display.

The present library, that was opened on Septem- 
ber 5, 1904, will be celebrating its 100th anniversary this 
year. An addition is in progress to handle continued 
growth. Of special interest is the donation made in 1920 
by Miss Sarah Battelle of World War I posters brought 
back from France where she served as a centeen worker 
with the YMCA. 

These posters are on display in the library. They 
are being raffled at the July 15 Book Sale to be held in 
Shipyard Park during Harbor Days. Chances are $5 each 
and may be purchased at either the library or at the book 
sale. Proceeds will help with the continued growth of the 
library.

June 15, 2004

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, June 15 at 7:02 
pm by Chairman Raymond H. Andrews. Also present 
were Selectman Stephen J. Lombard, Selectman Jordan C. 
Collyer, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, and 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

The board first approved the minutes of the June 
1, 2004 meetings; approved a one-day liquor license for 
the American Legion for their Annual Clambake to be 
held on July 11 at the Holy Ghost Grounds; voted to 
appoint Eloise Ricciardelli and Jacqueline C. Pullo to the 
Mattapoisett Cultural Council; voted to appoint Select- 
man Collyer as their representative to the Soil Conserva- 
tion Board; and voted to appoint Brett D. Moreau to the 
Tree Planting Committee. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Water/Sewer 
Superintendent William T. Nicholson to discuss cutting 
back on office hours due to a shortage of staff in his 
department.

Scott said. "When the fireworks show up, the minute they 
hit town, there's a fire detail attached to them. Just prior 
to the show, a fire truck will be (on scene) until the 
shooting is done. Upon completion, the area will be 
policed ... (and) at the first dawn, someone has to do a 
walk-through of the site.'' 

Chief Scott said that although this is a private 
fireworks show, he's sure that the display will be visible 
from other areas of town. The Fire Department also 
reserves the right to stop the display if conditions are 
considered hazardous. 

"We'll be on top of them, that's for sure," Chief 
Scott said. "It had to be 1958 or 'I960 since we've had 
fireworks in Mattapoisett. In most towns, you have to put 
them on a barge ... but they're going to shoot them off 
from the ground. It should be a good thing." 

"We just wanted to make sure people had an 
opportunity to know what's going on," Mr. Botelho said. 

"Let's hope for good weather," Chairman 
Andrews said. 

"They've got a rain date of July 4, 1 think," Chief 
Scott added.

Scooting 

My dog is constantly rubbing his butt on the carpet. My 
mother says that it means that he has worms except that I 
have been watching for worms and have not seen any. 
What's the deal? 

You dog is showing signs of infection or distention of his 
anal glands. These are small sacs just located inside the 
rectum that contain a musky smelling fluid that is 
expressed onto the surface of the stool when you dog 
defecates. Anal gland scent acts to mark a dogs' territory. 
Causes of irritation to the sacs can be infection, obstruction 
of the duct exiting the sacs or most commonly allergies. 
Dogs that scoot, lick their feet obsessively or have 
recurrent ear infections are show signs of allergies to food 
or something in the environment.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

June 14, 2004

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday June 14 at 7:07 
pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were Select- 
man Bradford Morse, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere. Selectman Richard Nunes was not present for 
the meeting. 

The board first unanimously approved the 
minutes of June 1 and June 7 meetings, and then signed 
and approved payment of an invoice in the amount of 
$4,644 from Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies, LLP, for 
legal services rendered. 

The board also approved the release of 
$133,077.60 in Mass Highway Chapter 90 monies for road 
repairs done in Rochester. "They've committed the 
money, we have it, (and) this authorizes that it be released 
... it's like a revolving account," Mr. Huntoon said. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted there would be a Special Election on 
Wednesday, June 23 with only two override questions on 
the ballot from the recent Annual Town Meeting: one to 
establish and fund a building maintenance position to 
oversee all town-owned buildings under the jurisdiction 
of the Highway Department, and the other to allocate 
$94,000 to fund new classrooms at Memorial School. Both 
previously passed muster at Town Meeting and need to 
garner majority votes at the ballot box.

"If the (building maintenance) question doesn't 
pass, weTl have to decide how to fund these repairs from 
time to time,'' Mr. Huntoon said, adding that the board 
should prepare to meet with the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) to consider other alternatives. 

"If we're not going to have this maintenance 
position, the different departments will have to cover 
maintenance out of their (existing) budgets," Chairman 
Laboa agreed. 

In a related matter, Mr. Huntoon said he's been 
working with Brian Ouellette at Memorial School to 
determine some of the capital improvements which are 
needed at the school. 

"We need to replace some of the carpeting and 
tiles," Mr. Huntoon said. "It looks like that's going to be 
about $50,000. We'll be going out to bid (for that work)." 

At 7:15 pm the board met with the Board of 
Assessors to discuss a Waiver of Supplemental Tax 
Assessments under a recently passed state bill. 

"We'd like to ask you to reject something that you 
haven't even accepted yet," said Assessor John Mello. 
"It's Chapter 46, Subsection 41 and 42 of the Acts of 2003 
... also known as the Hopkington Bill." 

Mr. Mello said the new legislation allows cities 
and towns to send out supplemental tax bills for addi- 
tional assessments on incremental property improve- 
ments from January 1 through June 30. 

"In towns that have really, really hot growth, I 
suppose it makes some sense if they have the resources to 
administer (these bills)," Mr. Mello said. "Most cities and 
towns have declined this, primarily because of the 
administrative (needs). The Department of Revenue 
(DOR) is now requiring towns to do incremental valua- 
tions ... in Rochester's case, are we losing by not doing 
this? Probably not. To us it just seems like a burden."

The Marion Planning Board has undergone a change in 
how it will approach its two tasks, permitting and planning. 
Over the last several years, it became apparent that the permit- 
ting tasks were monopolizing the Planning Board meetings. 
Absent a separate meeting dedicated for planning, this left 
planning, our most important task, as something that would be 
done ''later.'' For those procrastinators out there, you all know 
that tomorrow never comes. That is what happened to planning 
over the last several years. 

In an effort to catch up and maintain the primary 
function of the board, i.e. planning, the Planning Board is 
meeting every week. The first and third Mondays of each month 
will be dedicated to permitting issues while the second and 
fourth Mondays will be dedicated to planning. 

Two issues have come up recently, one that requires an 
opportunity for the public to get accurate information and the 
other requiring feedback from the public. 

In 1996 the Town of Marion adopted the 
grandfathering provisions for substandard size lots that are 
recognized by the state zoning law. Chapter 40 A. Prior to that 
time, Marion was one of two towns that had substandard lots 
protected forever. The lots affected by the 1996 zoning change 
were protected as buildable lots under the state Zoning Act until 
2001. In 1999 the town changed the residential zoning districts 
for the whole town. Any lots created prior to that time that met 
the minimum lot size and frontage requirements of the town 
were made non-conforming. Some of these lots will lose their 
grandfather protection by state law in October 2004. 

For those who owned lots that have lost or soon will 
lose status as a "buildable" lot, this has a severe financial impact. 
However, not all substandard sized lots were affected, and there 
is genuine confusion over the effect on particular lots as the 
status of the lot depends on lot size, frontage and the ownership 
of the lot at the time of the relevant zoning change. 

To help get proper information to the public, the 
Planning Board has retained Attorney Jon Witten to address this 
issue on June 23, 2004 at 7:30 pm in the Multipurpose Room of

the Sippican Elementary School. Mr. Witten's walk, ''Vested 
Rights for Non-Conforming Lots in Marion, Massachusetts'' will 
be followed by a question and answer period. If you have any 
questions about the legal status of these lots, please attend this 
informational meeting. 

A second issue has been percolating for a while and 
requires a public hearing to get input. Each non-residential 
project is required to go through a Plan and Site Review process. 
The Plan and Site Review section of the by-laws are, in part, 
designed to enhance "the town's architectural and historic 
heritage ... and require the minimization of undue departure 
from the character and scale of buildings in the vicinity." 

If the previous language seems like a lot of mumbo 
jumbo, well, it seemed that way to the Planning Board, too. To 
clear up confusion and to have clearer standards, the Board 
hired local architect Missy Sittler of CIVITAS Architects & 
Planners, LLP, to draft building form guidelines. Ms. Sittler 
surveyed existing buildings in four commercial areas of town as 
the basis for developing the draft Building Form Guidelines. If 
adopted, these building form guidelines will be applicable to all 
non-residential projects. A copy of the draft "Building Form 
Guidelines for the Planning Board, Town of Marion, June 30, 
2003" is available at the Planning Board office. A public hearing 
will be held on June 28, 2004 in the Main Conference Room of 
the Marion Town House at 7:30 pm. We encourage you to attend 
this meeting and give us your feedback.

acres of wetlands without permits. 

Two of the eight sites were located within Roches- 
ter: 

• Great Bear Farm, James Rezendes - Involved 
the alteration of a total of two acres of a Bordering Veg- 
etated Wetland (BVW) in two different locations on his 
property and the construction of a reservoir on part of it. 
The consent order will require restoration of .5 acres of 
BVW impacted by failure to implement proper erosion 
controls in the southeast portion of the property, and a 
total of 1.5 additional acres of restoration and replication 
adjacent to the reservoir in the northeast portion of the 
property. It also requires the payment of a $45,000 penalty. 

• Maksy property - Involves the violation of the 
Federal Clean Water Act with the clear-cutting of three 
acres of BVW, as well as the alteration of 2.2 acres of BVW, 
which was put into cranberry production. The negotiated 
consent order requires the restoration of three acres and 
the replication of 2.2 acres of wetlands. A $15,000 penalty 
has been suspended. 

DEP Commissioner Robert W. Golledge Jr. 
announced the enforcement actions, with assessed 
penalties totaling $358,750 as part of an agency initiative 
which uses innovative technology to analyze aerial 
photographs taken years apart to identify wetlands that 
have been filled illegally. 

"Our wetlands mapping and computer analysis 
continues to pinpoint wetlands that were illegally filled, 
and we continue to penalize those violators,'' Mr.

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced recently that the Committee on 
Natural Resources and Agriculture has given a favorable 
report to a bill drafted in response to last year's damaging 
Bouchard oil spill in Buzzards Bay.

penalties for discharging oil and providing for increased 
watches on tugs and barges including stricter require- 
ments for drug and alcohol testing. 

Some other highlights of the bill include language 
that directs the Secretary of Environmental Affairs to 
designate "areas of special interest'' like Buzzards Bay, 
Mount Hope Bay, and Vineyard Sound as having unique 
navigational challenges or environmental and economic 
concerns. The bill would require state pilots to board all 
vessels towing barges carrying oil or hazardous materials 
through these specifically identified waterways. 

The bill also instructs the Commissioner of the 
state's Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) to 
negotiate and agreement with the U.S. Coast Guard to 
implement a Vessel Traffic Service that monitors the 
speed, the course and destination of the vessels traveling 
through state waters. 

In addition, a fund will be established to pay for 
any expenses the Commonwealth incurs while protecting 
the waterways from oil spills. The money will be used to 
support the development and training of safety commit- 
tees and equipping the response teams that respond to oil 
spills and other environmental threats to the waterways. 

"As the Bouchard oil spill demonstrated, these 
spills have a devastating effect on our communities," 
Representative Straus said. "More than a year later, we are 
still cleaning up. This legislation will provide greater 
protection against such spills by regulating the vessels

The Stepford Wives. Starring Nicole Kidman and Mat- 
thew Broderick. Directed by Frank Oz. Running time: 
93 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

When Ira Levin's novel The Stepford Wives hit stores in 1972, it 
hit like a lightning bolt. It used a mix of sci-fi and horror to cut right 
to the heart of the gender war — the backlash against feminism, the 
dark fears of what men really wanted. It sold many, many copies, 
and the first film version (1975) was so successful it spawned three 
made-for-TV sequels (including The Stepford Children and The 
Stepford Husbands). Now comes a ''comedic re-imagining'' (doesn't 
anyone want to call a remake a remake anymore?), and my 
prediction is that it will go nowhere. Its concerns are simply not our 
concerns now. The movie congratulates us for rejecting sexist 
notions that the majority of us put to sleep decades ago. 

It's true that a funny remake might 've been possible, if set in 
the '70s. But this Stepford Wives is pointedly set now, when fabulous 
network executive Joanna Eberhart (Nicole Kidman) gloats over 
her new reality shows that pit gender against gender. (A hapless 
victim of one of the shows, I Can Do Better!, is played by actor- 
writer Mike White in a vivid cameo that brings up emotions that 
the movie can't deal with.) Joanna is soon dumped from the 
network, and she and her schlumpy husband Walter (Matthew 
Broderick) and their two kids move to Stepford, Connecticut, a 
gated community full of suspiciously chipper and "perfect" women 
married to smug dweebs. 

Screenwriter Paul Rudnick tries to establish the post-feminist 
complaint that many career women, having tasted power, have 
become as corrupt and establishment as the men, and have ne- 
glected their families just as much. Joanna's reality shows reveal a 
strong male resentment of women's freedom to choose (or at least 
to choose foolishly). Okay, so men and women both suck — what 
else is new? Rudnick, whose reputation as a sharp wit is fading fast, 
follows the basic template of the earlier versions of the story, but 
the male-female attitudes seem yellowed with age. He does much 
better with the gay and Jewish humor, relaxing into bitchy, com- 
fortable repartee voiced by Bette Midler's Jewish-feminist author 
and Roger Bart's swishy urban gay man. Midler and Bart are the 
sole curators of the film's laughs. 




The movie could only have worked as an overbaked parody, 
but director Frank Oz, despite some feinting towards an antic- 
gothic Tim Burton style, just doesn't have his heart in it. When 
Walter is surrounded by the shadowy, red-jacketed men of Stepford, 
led by a leonine Christopher Walken in full sinister bloom, Stepford 
Wives hits the tone it seems to be straining for. But most of the 
movie is blandly designed, with a performance by Nicole Kidman 
to match. As in To Die Tor, she doesn't play emotion — she plays her 
idea of dark-comedy caricature of emotion. As a remedy for this 
film, which gives Kidman nothing to do except walk in Katharine 
Ross's footsteps, I refer you to her work in Dogville, which digs far 
deeper into the realities of how men and women use each other, 
and how a challenging personality can be subjugated to a rigid 
community. 

I saw various couples at The Stepford Wives. What could the 
film give them to discuss? Of what relevance is this 1972 story to us 
now? What hurts the film most is that the openly gay Paul Rudnick 
doesn't seem all that horrified by the fate of the Stepford women; 
he seems to find it kind of funny, the way he finds all surface- 
obsessed women (such as Lisa Kudrow in the awful Marci X and 
his own creation for Premiere magazine "Libby Gelman-Waxner") 
comical and lovably blinkered. When Glenn Close leads a group of 
Stepford wives in a ridiculous aerobics session that employs 
household-cleaning motions, we're not supposed to be shocked; 
we're supposed to laugh (unfortunately, we don't). The audience 
feels much worse when the chatty gay man becomes a boring gay 
Republican, or when the slobby, Jewish Bette Midler turns up 
Stepfordized. This Stepford Wives isn't about the war between the 
genders; it's more about Jews and gays vs. hetero WASPs. But 
Rudnick did that already, brilliantly and subtly coded, in the 
Addams Tamily movies. Maybe it's time for this once-gifted comedy 
writer to find something else to say.

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Jazz Combo On Fire

• Conflagration - The Old Rochester Regional High 
School Jazz Combo, seven tracks, total time 42:32, 
Stan Ellis Publishing, 2004. 

I have to fully disclose that my total experience 
with and knowledge of jazz music is woefully lim- 
ited to more popular artists like Kenny G, Harry 
Connick, Jr. or even dabblings by the likes of Joe Jack- 
son and Brian Setzer. Fve always gravitated more to- 
wards traditional classical music and blues in my per- 
sonal tastes, so please don't hold that against me. 

That being said, I was wholly impressed and vir- 
tually blown away by Conflagration, the new seven- 
track CD session featuring The Old Rochester Re- 
gional High School Jazz Combo, under the able di- 
rection of Stan Ellis. Recorded at Jack Martin Stu- 
dios in nearby Acushnet on May 17 and 18, this is no 
mere "demo'" disc or musical calling card. Frankly, 
the award-winning combo needs no introduction to 
tri-town ears. Instead, Conflagration is one of the most 
professionally-executed debut recordings Fve ever 
heard and stands as the culmination of years of hard 
work on the part of the five talented musicians in- 
volved. 

Like most in the tri-town area, Fve had the dis- 
tinct pleasure of seeing the ORR High School Jazz 
Combo perform at various live venues from time to 
time, but Conflagration is a rare opportunity to hear 
the group perform within the confines of a profes- 
sional recording studio. Fm proud to report that not 
only does the combo pass with flying colors, but 
there's a tightness and assuredness in their playing 
on these tracks that wasn't noticeable during their 
live performances. 

From the opening chords of "Slow Sleuth Sue," 
there's no mistaking the solid bottom rhythm section 
of bassist John Ogren and drummer Derek Eilertsen; 
soon to be joined and led by the lilting sounds of saxo- 
phonist Trevor Kellum and trumpeter Nick Gordon; 
all of which is peppered and driven with the Latin 
percussion of Justin Dewalt. That this tasty musical 
dish has been prepared and served by five high school 
musicians is even more a tribute to their talents and 
the able guidance of Mr. Ellis, who not only produced 




and arranged all the music here, but wrote four of 
the seven original selections on the CD. The other two 
originals — "Good for You" and the title track "Con- 
flagration" — were written by student Trevor Kellum. 

Both of Kellum's compositions stand up well 
alongside the more-seasoned Ellis tunes, and the en- 
tire CD has a great fun vibe to it that is certainly the 
result of the students' enthusiasm at laying down 
tracks for their first recording session. Other songs 
include "Con El Viento," "New Country Way," "Nick 
the Hammer" (my personal favorite which sounds 
like something Steely Dan might do), and a unique, 
bouncy new arrangement of "Nature Boy," an old Nat 
King Cole tune. 

In the CD's liner notes, Mr. Ellis notes that the 
session's title is defined as "fire" and he feels these 
five musicians "certainly produce a great deal of that 
in their playing ... no teacher could be prouder of these 
five students than I am." Mr. Ellis expects the CD to 
get some local airplay on area jazz stations and the 
disc is also available for sale to those interested. If
